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1 . DEPARTMENT HAS RECEIVED LETTER FROM DELEGATE (CONGRESS- 
MAN) WALTER FAUNTROY (D-DC) REQUESTING THAT DEPARTMENT 
ASSIST TWO FORMER RESIDENTS OF BLACK HEBREW COMMUNITY 

IN DIMONA TO RECEIVE VISITORS' VISAS TO VISIT THEIR 
FAMILIES WHO STILL RESIDE IN DIMONA. 

2. ONE OF THE APPLICANTS, CLARENCE ELLIS, ORIGINALLY 
WENT TO ISRAEL IN 1970 WHERE, HE SAYS HE OBTAINED A 
PERMANENT RESIDENT VISA. ELLIS LEFT ISRAEL IN 1974 BECAUSE 
OF FAMILY PROBLEMS AND WHEN HE ATTEMPTED TO RETURN IN 
JANUARY, 1975, WAS REFUSED ENTRY AT LOD AIRPORT. ELLIS 
TOOK HIS PROBLEM TO ISRAELI CONSULATE IN CHICAGO IN 
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1975 BUT CLAIMS HE RECEIVED ONLY "DOUBLE TALK" AND WAS 
UNABLE TO RECEIVE VISA. 

3. THE OTHER APPLICANT, WARREN BROWN, WENT TO ISRAEL 
IN 1971 WHERE HE REMAINED UNTIL JANUARY, 1974, ON A 
TOURIST VISA WHICH HE HAD EXTENDED EVERY THREE MONTHS. 
BROWN ATTEMPTED TO RETURN TO ISRAEL IN MARCH, 1974, 
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AND WAS ALSO DENIED ADMISSION AT THE AIRPORT. (REFTEL B 
INDICATED THAT ONE WARREN BROWN WAS PART OF GROUP 
ALLEGED BY ISRAELIS TO BE ATTEMPTING TO JOIN KINLOCK 
GROUP FOR PURPOSE OF REMAINING IN ISRAEL. SUBJECT OF 
THIS TELEGRAM DENIED TO DEPTOFF THAT HE WAS INVOLVED 
WITH KINLOCK GROUP.) 

4. ELLIS AND BROWN EMPHASIZED THAT THEY WISH ONLY TO 
VISIT TEMPORARILY WITH THEIR FAMI LIE S— 90 DAYS IN ELLIS' 

CASE AND TWO WEEKS IN BROWNS-AND THAT THEY WILL COMPLY 
WITH WHATEVER CONDITIONS ISRAELIS LAY DOWN FOR ENSURING 
THEIR DEPARTUREINCLUDING DEPOSITING OF PASSPORT AND 
RETURN TICKET WITH IMMIGRATION AUTHORITIES. THEY 
STATED THEIR APPEAL IS ON HUMANITARIAN AND NOT ON 
POLITICAL GROUNDS. 

5. INSTANT CASE SIMILAR TO THAT OF MR. AND MRS. OWENS 
(REFTEL A), WITH ADDITIONAL COMPLICATION THAT BROWN AND 
ELLIS ARE AVOWED BLACK HEBREWS WHO FORMERLY RESIDED 
IN ISRAEL. IF OWENS CASE HAS NOT YET BEEN TAKEN UP 

WITH MFA, IT SHOULD BE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE TOGETHER 
WITH REQUESTS OF BROWN AND ELLIS. EMBASSY SHOULD 
EMPHASIZE HUMANITARIAN ASPECT OF LATTER CASE (TWO MEN 
HAVE NOT SEEN THEIR WIVES AND CHILDREN FOR ALMOST FOUR 
YEARS) AND STRESS THE ACTIVE CONGRESSIONAL INTEREST OF 
CONGRESSMAN FAUNTROY. 
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6. REQUEST AT LEAST INTERIM REPLY BY DECEMBER 28.
